G.S R y52.— In exerois c of the poweis confined by the 
proviso to article 30ft of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following rules regulating the method of 
recruitment to the post of ‘Domestic Stuff in the Rural Health 
I'raining Centre, Najafgaih, New Delhi, in the Directorate 
General of Health Services namely :— 

1. Short title and commencement—(1) These rules may he 
called the Rural Health Training Centte, Najafgarli, New 
Delhi Recruitment Rules, 191j8. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of the post, classification and scale of pay.— 
The nonibci of the said post, its classification and the scale 
of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 
to 4 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age 'limit and other qualifications 
etc.—The method of >-ecmitment, age limit, qualiflcaitom, and 
other matters relating to the said post shall be as specified in 
columns 5 to 14 of the said Schedule.

6 . Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, Ex- 
sciviccmen and other special categories of persons in accor¬ 
dance with the orders issued by the Central Government from 
time to time in this regard.
